The GO delivery of Kent Golden Lights Menthol 85 (8 to 
9 mg) increased which correlated with a change in the level 
of paper component (1.3 to 2.1%). 

The CO delivery of Viceroy 100 (16 to 14 mg) decreased 
as a result of the introduction of ventilation (9%) to this 
brand. 
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
